Fire companies from both the Kansas 
md Missouri aides, reinforced by com­ 
panies from the suburban 
stations, 
were fighting the flames. 
The home 
guards had been called out to keep 
aack the curious crowds and assist in 
Ighting the flames. 
The cause of the blaze has not been 
ieterm ined, but rum ors of incendiar- 
sin were w ithout confirm ation. Stook- 
nen today believed the tire was caus­ 
ed by sparks from a parsing engine. 
T he fli’e started in the “speculators' 
lection” in th e north end of the yards 
md spread rapidly until at 4 o ’clock 
it looked as if the entire yards, with 
more than 4 0 ,0 0 0 cattle, would he con­ 
sumed. 
Fire com panies m ade rapid 
headway, however, and saved the ma- 
(or part of the yards. 
Several scale houses were burned 
hut the tire did not reach any of the 
larger structures.

WASHINGTON, Ort. 16.—Action by 
the state roalroad and public service 
commissions to help the nation win 
the war was urged today by Max The- 
ien, president of the California Rail­ 
road Commissioners in the annual ad­ 
dress before the National Association 
of Railway Conimissionrs in conven­ 
tion here. 
Thelen advocated affirmative action 
by the state commissioners to reduce 
the car shortage, to conserve fuel by 
interconnections 
between 
electric 
companies, to increase food supplies 
by additional irrigation and to con­ 
serve stored food products by ware­ 
housemen. 
He drew attention to the 
suitability of the expert organizations 
of the state commissions for investi­ 
gation and report on war problems 
and urged the convention to select a 
Special Wur Committee lo advise the 
state commissions in giving effective 
assistance to tile state and national 
governments. 
Points to U, S. Ownership 
Referring to the railroad problems, 
Thelen said: 
“The railroad problem in the United 
States has permanently 
moved 
be­ 
yond the ownership and operation of 
the railroads us disconnected entities 
by private companies. The issue now 
and hereafter is an issue between con 
solidated operation of tile railroads in 
private ownership and their unified 
operation 
directly 
by 
the 
people 
through government owenship. 
“What the railroads are now doing 
is being patriotically done and is re 
ceiving the unstinted praise and com­ 
mendation of all American 
citizens. 
But what they are doing in seeking to 
ameliorate car shortage is merely a 
scratching of the surface. 
The dupli­ 
cation of facilities, service and o p i­ 
ating expenses, tile difficulty in se 
curing additional funds and die un­ 
soundness of many railroad financial 
structures must be remedied 
if 
our 
railroad transportation system 
is 
to 
measure up to the standard of nation­ 
al efficiency which the people of the 
United States will imperatively de­ 
mand after the war. 
Will R- R Change? 
"The question to which thoughtful 
students of public affairs have been 
and are now giving attention and to 
which we as public officials engaged 
in the supervision and revolution of 
uilroads must give consideration is 
—Will 
the 
necessary 
charges 
bi 
brought about under private cousolid 
ated management of the railroads or 
are we to be driven for their solution 
to government ownership? 
“Within th** last few months, the 
railroads have resumed 
their 
cam 
paign of publicity against the state 
and federal commissions. 
While this 
nation is at war is not a proper time 
for the railroads to ugain enter upon 
their attacks. 
Rather should we all 
unite our efforts and present a com­ 
mon front so that in harmonious, unit­ 
ed action the nation can be most ef­ 
fective in the present contest.” 
Valuation Work Must Go On 
Referring to the Federal railroad 
valuation work. Thelen said: 
“There is nothing in the present 
emergency which would 
justify 
the 
mspension of the valuation work. For 
the purpose of taking intelligent ac­ 
tion hereafter, the people of the Unit­ 
ed States are entitled to know, as 
promptly as possible, the facts with 
reference to the value of our railroad 
properties. 
The valuation work must 
go on.” 
Thelen advocated sympathetic and 
constructive co-operation between the 
state commissions and the public util­ 
ities in the solution of public utility 
problems caused by the war.

ALL FIGHTERS 


Army of Clerks Necessary to 
Register Individual De­ 
tails of Each 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—A small 
army of clerks, operating files cover­ 
ing 40.000 square feet of floor space, 
soon will be employed by the statis­ 
tical division of the W ar Department 
to keep the individual record of every 
man wearing Uncle Sam's uniform. 
Announcement of the details of this 
gigantic filing system forcibly brings 
home the fact that 
American 
sol­ 
diers will be killed, wounded and im­ 
prisoned in Europe. 
The main purpose of the statistics 
is to provide an accurate means of 
checking casualty reports. 
Inciden­ 
tally. however, the complete army his­ 
tory of the men will be recorded. 
Major J. J. Jones has charge of the 
central office in Washington. Another 
will be established in Europe. Weekly 
reports will be made to central offices 
by divisional bureaus, which in turn 
will receive information 
from 
three 
members of each regiment, especially 
detailed to the work. 
Two filing systems will be main­ 
tained. 
One, containing in alphabet­ 
ical order the names of every man in 
the service, will serve as a check in 
referring to the regimental files. 
Tile record of each man will con 
tain the name and address of his 
nearest relative, to serve as an aid to 
prompt transmission of cabled reports 
of death and serious illness. The War 
Department also will undertake to 
give 
relatives 
reto rts 
of 
military 
funerals. location of burial places and j 
information 
concerning 
Americans! 
held in enemy prison camps. 
Until the Red Cross came to its 
aid the British government expert- 
eased great difficulty in handling cas­ 
ualty reports, and by the establish­ 
ment of this system the War Depart­ 
ment intends to avoid similar confu­ 
sion. 


its damage will not be commercially 
important. 
The w riters also investigated the use 
of fumigation and spraying methods. 
They found that fumigation with hy- 
drooyanic-acid gas, while effective if 
repeated a number of times in some­ 
what larger doses than are used in 
control of the black and red scales, is 
not commercially practicable. Its use 
is recommended only where there are 
very few trees, or in yards where ex­ 
pense is not an im portant considera­ 
tion. 
Spraying With cresolated distillate 
emulsion and with soap-powder emul­ 
sion was found to be effective, provid­ 
ed the spray was applied with consid­ 
erable force and not merely sprinkled 
on the backs 
of 
the 
bugs. 
These 
sprays, however, can be used only dur­ 
ing the coo! months of the year, either 
when the fruit is maturing or after it 
has been picked. 
The sprays are too 
strong to use during the hot weather 
or when the trees are laden with im­ 
mature fruit. 
Spraying with th e plain water under 
pressure sufficient 
to 
dislodge 
the 
mealybugs from the trees has been 
found effective by many growers. This 
method has tile important advantage 
that it can be used safely at all times. 
W hether trees 
are 
fumigated 
or 
sprayer, however, every effort should 
be made to encourage the natural ene­ 
mies of the mealybug. In many cases, 
the entomologists believe, undeserved 
credit is given to insecticides when, in 
fact, the lacewing flies and ladybird 
beetles unobserved by orchardists real­ 
ly are responsible for the control of 
the bugs. 
The bulletin contains explicit direc­ 
tions for making and using Hie sprays, 
and suggests definite 
schedules 
for 
handling 
different 
kinds 
of citrus 
trees under various conditions. 
As a 
last word the bulletin cautions growers 
whose trees are clean, not to use pick­ 
ing boxes which have carried infest­ 
ed fruit, until they have been fumigat­ 
ed witli hydrocyanic-acid gas, and not 
to allow laborers to use picking sacks, 
gloves, and jum pers which may carry 
mealybugs until these articles 
have 
been soaked in gasoline for five min­ 
utes.

For this reuson, entomologists of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, in Farmers' Bulletin K62, advise 
grove owners where the meanlybug 
exists to keep ants off the trees by 
painting a band of paraffin around the 
trunk and covering tilts band with a 
mixture made up of finely powdered 
flowers of sulphur and tree-banding 
sticky material. 
The 
entomologists 
also advise the use of poisoned sirup 
to attract and kill tile ants. 
If the 
ants arc kept out of the trees, the 
natural enemies in many cases will 
control the mealybug to a point where

Jay J. Gray, Convalescent, is 
Visiting in Ireland for 
a Few Days 


The following letter has been

ceived by J. C. Gray of Tustin from 
Ilia son. Jay J. Gray, who has been 
fighting with the Canadians in Europe, 
and who has recently been in hospi­ 
tals in England, follow mg 
a 
Bhell 
wound in one arm : 
Canadian Convalescent Camp, 
Epsom, Eng., Sept. 17, 1917. 
Your letter of July 9th reached me 
at l'arkhurst Military Hospital, Isle 
of Wight, to which I was transferred 
from Portsmouth about a week ago. 
I would have written sooner but pat­ 
ients are changed about so much I 
thought it better to wait until I had a 
definite address. 
Wus transferred to 
this place on the 14th and am going on 
twelve days leave sometime 
within 
four or five days. 
When I come oil 
from leave my address will be 
706422 Rte. J. J. Gray, 
3rd Canadian Command Depot, 
Seaford. Sussex, Eng., 
where, I understand. I will undergo 
about six weeks physical training be 
fore being transferred to our reserve 
battalion at the same place. 
On leave I am going to London first 
and then a friend and myself are go­ 
ing to Londondeny, Ireland, a short 
distance from Belfast. 
He has some 
friends there, and we get two days 
extra leave in Ireland, also it costs us 
nothing for fare so 
we 
figured 
we 
might just as well see as much of the 
country as possible. 
They did not operate on me after all 
and the pieces of shell are still in my 
arm. 
The wounds are healed up and 
do not bother me much except for a 
little aching now and then. 
An American doctor was attached to 
the Rarkhurst M. Hospital the day I 
left. 
I presume he is there to gain 
experience. 
Southern California and 
Los 
An­ 
geles seem to be well advertised, all 
right. 
Almost everybody I meet are 
anxious to hear all about the country, 
and say they are going to 
try 
and 
move there after the war. 
One Eng­ 
lish lad said his father had traveled 
through there and had brought back 
glowing accounts about the country. 
This place where 
I 
am now is 
right close to the Epsom race track 
where the derby used to be run. 
When I entered the Rarkhurst hos­ 
pital I weighed 156 pounds, 
and 
a 
week later with the same clothes on 
I weighed 159 pounds. When I joined 
up in Canada I only weighed 142 Iba. 
From the looks cf things now I pre­ 
sume I will be in England until the 
first of December at least. 
I don’t believe I mentioned about 
Hie piece of shell that passed through 
my haversack, ground sheet, and four 
hard tack before stopping. 
The hard 
tack saved me from a nasty wound **, 
the piece of shell was about an inch 
long. 
In battle order our haversack 
is carried on our backs with our iron 
rations, extra rations, shaving kit, and 
any persons! stuff we wish to curry 
wim us. and our ground sheet. 
In 
marching order it is carried on the 
left side.
